sage. But the expense and trouble 
anticipated in collecting the equaliza- 
tion fee has been explained now and 
will be referred to briefly by the pres 
ident. 
Congress, of course, does not take

"Suggestibility is

cause for the suicides," he declar- 
ed. ."Always in schools and col- 
leges there are highly suggestible 
student 
who 
could not 
resist 


such a suggestion 
as came to 


them from the first student who 
took his life." Professor O'Shea 
also declared another cause for 
the many suicides is that modern 
life is pitched very high for young 
people.

the game, or the only lead that will 
lose it. It is the former more often 
than it is the latter and therefore, it 
is a favorite lead, unless the leader 
has some advantageous high-card se- 
quence to open. 


There is one important point, how- 


ever about the singleton ' lead that 
many players are prone to disregard. 
The only Object of the lead is a ruff 
and when the hand does not desire a 
ruff, it is the limit of folly to ask 
for it. AVhen, strong in trumps, a ruff 
is the last wish of an adversary of 
the Declarer. In that case- his game 
should be to force the Declarer and to 
try to reduce the Declarer's trumris 
to a number equal or less than his 
own.

A friend of mine, born and brought 


u;> in ICngiand, tells the story of how 
he and a group of other students, 
many years ago, paid a visit to Thom- 
as Hardy. Some ono asked Hardy why 
it was that on the whole more great 
works of art were- v>roduced in Eng- 
land than in America. Both countries 
speak the same language, why is the 
younger country less prolific in liter- 
ature that lives than the older? 


J lardy pondered the question for 


some time, jabbing his cane absent- 
mindedly into the ground from time 
to time, digging a. hole without seem- 
ing to be aware of it. Finally he said, 
"If I should dig deep enough, the 
chances are my cane would come upon 
a Itoman skull." 


That was all and the young stu- 


dents were asked to take that as an 
answer to their question. As cryptic 
an answer as most of Hardy's poetry,, 
which has to be read over several 
times as a rule before it makes sense.

another. The south side is situated so 
that it is a question of where an in- 
dustrial district could be placed. I be- 
lieve how to zone more important than 
ths question of zoning itself- A zoning 
ordinance must benefit 
the mass of 


people and not a few individuals. 


"The creation 
of an 
ordinance 


should proceed along careful 
lines. 


And naturally it will require many 
meetings with the citizens so that 
everybody understands .the ordinance 
before it goes into effect. The ques- 
tion foremost in my mind is, would 
there be any chance of a question of 
assessment of benefit and 
damages 


coming up from the ordinance? 
If 


the corner lots in a certain part of 
the city wero declared local business 
districts and the value of the property 
raised what would prevent of the own- 
ers of the lots adjacent, whose lots 
would have gone down in value pro- 
portionately, 
to put in a, claim for 


benefit and damages? The city is not 
growing rapidly and 1 believe it ad- 
visable to go slow in this matter." 


The mayor called on City Engineer 


Frank M. Charlesworth, Jr.. to ex- 
plain just what a zoning ordinance is 
to the gathering. 


Alderman Peter Hoohhan said he 


had not found a single working man 
In the Third .ward who. wanted a zon- 
ing ordinance. 


When the ordinance was brought 


up for consideration before the coun- 
cil. Alderman Ludke questioned whe- 
ther the city had money enough to go 
through with the ordinance and if it 
did have whether it was advisable to 
do so. He estimated the cost between 
52,000 and 53,000. 


This brought a fiery retort from Al- 


derman William Doering who said it 
would not cost that much. 


"At present," Mr. Doering said, "v.-e 


have a cheese factory along side a 
church on the south side and a barn 
beside a school building on the north 
Bide." In reply to Mr. Doering's state- 
ment Alderman Ludke said he be- 
lieved the city should look out for the 
health of tho children first and that 
within a short time something would 
have to be done about the large num- 
ber of children in the city who have 
goitres.
